It is now being brought across the Atlan- 
tic by a sea captain who was the command- 
er of the Orizaba when Mr. Pierce owned 
that yacht. 

Mr. Pterce is expected to arrive in St. 
Louls Saturday night from New York and 
to return East In time to meet the Amelia. 

Mr. Pierce has never seen the royal yacht 
Which he has just purchased. He bought it 
throweh agents in London. 

Clay A. Plerce, son of Mr, Pierce and 
@ssistant treasurer of the Waters-Pierce 
Ol Co., stated to the Post-Dispatch Fri- 
Gay morning that he had seen photographs 
of the yacht in New York, and that she 
Was a very handsome vessel. She has a 
Bpeed of 14 knots, and is 206 feet over all. 

“The King of Portugal used the yacht 
for the cruises of the royal family last 
year,’ Mr. Pierce explained, “‘but getting a 
farger yacht this year, I understand he 
decided to sell the Amelia. My father 
Dought it after having his agents on the 
Other side inspect the yacht.”

Cane fields and plantations have been 
burned, and houses that, have been deserted 
by the owners have been looted by the 
robbers.

But in securing the through boulevard by agreement with the 
St. Louis Transit Co. the mayor and municipal agsembly should 
be exceedingly careful not to compromise the city’s rights or 
interests. 

The ordinance embodying the agreement between the city and 
the St. T.cuis Transit Co. provides that in consideration of the 
tearing up of the tracks on Chestnut street the railway company 
shall be permitted to place overhead wires on Pine street, from 
Twelfth to Twenty-first streets, and on Twenty-first street, from 
Washington to Chouteau avenues. 

The ec!ty wants underground wires as soon as possible. But it 
is doubtful if the companies would build tracks on these small 
patches of streets if prohibited from putting up overhead wires, 
or if tre prohibition would hasten the laying of underground 
wires. But no concession which will weaken the power of the 
city to secure tho grounding of the wires should be made. - The 
greatest care should be taken not to put a valuable advantage 
in the hands of tho street railway monopoly. 

The concession, if made, should be limited strictly to the scope 
of this agreement. 

Perhaps, if a careful search were made, an advantage on the | 
part of the city might be found which would render any con- 
cession unnecessary. Certainly the street railway monopoly has 
obtained enough from the city by hook or crook to make the 
giving up of one street with one track a small matter. Is there 
no weakness in its franchises which could be attacked?

Vegetarian Cook Book. 

“A Comprehensive Guide Book to Natu- 
ral, Liygienic and Humane Diet,”’ by Sid- 
ney H. Beard, is a vegetarian cook book, 
published at an opportune time.

natural desire for cooling and easily pre- 
pared foods during the summer time, will 
probably result in its widespread popular- 
ity. It is not so much an argument for 
that food system as a practical plan for 
its observance—devoting most of its ppace 
to recipes and suggestions. Simple direc- 
tions for salads, luncheon dishes, desserts 
and other toothsome dishes make the book 
of value to every housekeeper, irrespective 
of her “food creed.”’ 

But the subject fteelf of food reform is 
beginning to be seriously considered by 
thoughtful and enlightened persons in all 
arts of the world, and the extent of this 
nterest is increasing day by day. The fact 
that the nature, quality and quantity of our 
daily food largely determines our physical, 
tnental and spiritual condition is becoming 
genera!ly recognized. Many persons would 
be glad to escape a flesh diet if provided 
with adequate substitutes. 
is ithe aim of this book, which gives prac- 
tical. reliable information in concise form, 
avoiding superfluous matter and ‘‘faddism,”’ 
and supplying only such recipes as are 
not so elaborate as to require the skill of 
a French chef for their interpretation.

AN ESTIMATE OF MRS. ALLEN. 


Florence Hayward Writes of Her 
Strong Characteristics. 

Above the clang and clamor of the life 
that most of us lead, above the din of 
clashing personal interests, above the insis- 
tent strident tour of the personal note, 
there arises now and again a voice as clear 
and true that all who have ears that really 
hear pause to Hsten, and listening, realize 
the meaning and beauty of its song. It 
may be one of which we have consciously 
heard only the last measures, pérnaps, yet 
when memory and recollections go _ back, 
and bit by bit we plece out the melody, we 
find that we have really heard it all and 
that, complete in its unity and. grace and 
harmony, we have the whole—the song of 
a life, of a lifetime. 

I do not remember when I first knew 
Mrs. Allen. Her’s was not a personality 
that insisted upon itself. She was not of any 
of those types of woman of whom one 
would say, “The first time I ever saw her 
she was dressed thus, and was doing thus 
and so, and said such and such remark- 
able things.""
